To the Citizens of Merrimack County: 


In accordance with the Public Statutes of the State 
of New Hampshire, the Commissioners of Merrimack 
County herewith present the annual report of the County 
Commissioners, Treasurer, Superintendent of Farm 
and House of Correction, Clerk of the Superior Court, 
Sheriff, Jailer, Solicitor, Farm Physician, Chaplain and 
Auditors for the year ending December 31, 1910. 


COUNTY FARM. 


The County Farm and House of Correction has re- 
mained in charge of Mr. and Mrs. Fred G. Evans as 
Superintendent and Matron, who have performed the 
many varied duties of their office ina faithful and efficient 
manner. All needed repairs to the buildings have been 
made during the year, including the painting of all the 
barns and the interior painting of the almshouse. ‘This 
work has been done by those under sentence to the 
House of Correction and consequently has been but of 
small actual expense to the county. ‘Thestock has been 
gradually improved and the farm is in a good state of 
cultivation. The institution is fortunate in having a 
never failing water supply. Good crops have been raised 
during the year, considering the dry season. For an 
account of the number of inmates cared for, crops 
raised, and other statistics we would refer you to the 
report of the superintendent on another page.

For the first time since the present method of caring 
for the poor was established over forty years ago, there 
was sufficient cash in the hands of the County Treasurer 
to meet all liabilities, including outstanding bonds on 
the 31st of December.
